ACTION FOR SEDUCTION, 


FATHER’S CLAIM AGAINST 
FARMER.

Monaghan, sued Alexander Lawson, also a 
farmer, at Carn, in the same county, te re- 
eover damages for the seduetion of the plain- 
fil's daughter, Elsie Walsh, It ap 
from the statement of claim that the plaintiff's 
daughter resided with him and acted as his 
housekeeper, and that in consequence of the 
seduction he sustained damages which he 
laid at £1,000. 

The defendant, in his defence. denied that 
he had seduced the plaintiff's daughter, or 
that he was the father of her child, which 
was born on the 11th April, 1922, or that 
the plaintiff's daughter managed her father’s 
house for him, 

Sir. Lardner, K.C., and Mr. T. J. Smyth 
instructed by Mr. M. P. Knight) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Patrick Lynch, 
K.C., and Mr. Cecil Lavery finstructed by Mr. 
Henry Murphy) appeared for the defendant. 

A nuomber of witnesses having been ex- 
amined on both sides,

said that on the question of darnages the only

“ PROTECTION ”’ FOR BARLEY 
GROW ERS.—In his rt te the meeting of 
the King’s County Farmers’ Association 
Executive, held at Tullamore, the Secretary 
said that the year had been altogether against 
the farmers. Prices had fallen below zero 
in some cases, while there was little reduction 
in the cost of the things farmers had to 
buy. “ Profiteering”’. was rife, and if con- 
sumers pee to save themselves they must 
organise break “ rings ” aud ‘‘ combines.” 
Barley growers were ná badly hit. The 
Association had asked the Parliamentary re- 
presentatives to propose a tariff on foreign 
grain (wheat excepted). farmers should 
put forward Parliamentary candidates at the 
coming elections if they wanted to save them- 
selves from ruin, also at the local elections, 
as it was the farmers who paid the rates and 
should control the local bodies. A member 
said that he objected to Government inter- 
ference. The suggestion of a tariff on barley 
was getting in thin end of the wedge 
which would lead to control of the industry 
by the Government. The question of tariffs 
was a very big one, and if the principle was 
admitted and put into operation it might 
lead to retaliation. A suggestion was made 
that money derived from a tariff should be 
devoted to encouraging the farmer to devote 
larger areas to tillage by giving him a bonus.

| Rates and Taxes. 

For the first time in more than a 
hundred years the new British Budget 
will make no provision for the twenty-six 
counties of Southern Ireland. Last year 
the Budget was balanced at the huge 
sum of £910,000,000. In 1913-1614 the 
figure was £200,000,000, and old-fashioned 
citizens were gravely alarmed at the ex- 
tent of the nation’s growing liabilities. 
There is a general feeling in Great Britain 
that the total of £910,000,000 is far too 
high, and that some steps must be taken 
this year to reduce expenditure to a 
minimum, Values everywhere are falling. 
Wages are being reduced in almost every 
branch of trade. Unemployment, while 
not increasing, is draining the country’s 
resources, and high taxation is playing 
havoc with industrial enterprise, In the 
circumstances, business men insist that 
income tax must be reduced. Five shillings 
in the pound may have been not un- 
reasonable when profits were high and 
when an _ inflated the 
people money to burn; but those days 
have gone. Profits ‘have almost vanished 
and there a general shortage of 
money. Sound finance demands that 
income tax shall be reduced and that the 
shall be as generous as 
possible. The Geddes Committee did a 
national service in recommending sweep- 
ing economies in the public services; but 
some £300,000,000 are being spent still 
by Government departments. Further 
economies are essential, and Mr. Baldwin 
may be trusted to make them without

The spirit of law- 
lessness is almost universal and respect 
for the rights of property has disappeared. 
Poaching practised throughout the 
country with virtual impunity. The lonely 
water-bailiff works without moral or 
physical support oflany kind. He is a 
brave. man if he dares to prosecute, and 
& lucky man if he can find a tribunal 
that will take his case seriously. If these 
conditions of anarchy are allowed to con- 
tinue, our inland fisheries’ are doomed to 
early extinction. Some comfort may be

The North Pole. 


The well-known Arctic explorer, Vilh- 
jalmur Stefansson; has become the self- 
“publicity’’ agent for the 

The time has come, M. 
Stefansson declares, when the Pole 
cease to be envisaged an 
almost inaccessible spot, to which men 
venture in little schooners, dressed 
like Polar bears and in imminent danger 
of death from hunger, blizzards and ship- 
wreck. It must be treated as what it is— 
the proper channel of aerial communica- 
tion between East and West. He soints 
out that the route from London to Tokio 
via the Pole would be but two-thirds of 
the distance measured from West to East. 
Moreover, as the temperature one thousand 
feet above the North Pole in July is about 
the same as at one thousand feet above 
Paris in April, the factor of cold does not 
enter into the calculation. M. Stefansson 
maintains that the land surrounding the 
North Polar sea is rich in oil, coal, 
copper and other minerals. Reindeer 
could be herded there without difficulty, 
and, perhaps, cattle which are now kept 
on ranches in parts of Dakota and Siberia 
that experience winters almost as severe 
as those at the Pole. The course of 
empire and of civilisation, the explorer 
contends, must move inevitably towards 
the North. No doubt, he is right. 
Civilisation in its struggle for elbow-room 
reaches out instinctively to the hard, but 
invigorating, territories where cold is king 
rather: than to the enervating tropics. 
When civilisation attacks in force, the icy 
walls of the Polar Jericho will crumble 
at the sound of its trumpets. The rancher 
and the the air pilot and the 
central-heating expert will avenge the 
Hudsons and Franklins whose bones 
whiten in the Arctic waste.

PROVISIONS OF NEW BILL,

Big — he extremely interesting note oí 
your London Correspondent on Dr. Wegener s 
hypothesis of continental drift is a welcome 
sign that this important theory is gradually 
finding its way into the minds of the British 
and Irish smentific public. lt’ must be 
borne in mind that Dr. Wegener formulated 
his theory in order to explain the difficulties 
which arise when the present and past dis- 
tribution of animal and plant life has to be 
accounted for. eee 

The occurrence of allied forms of life in 
South America, South Africa, Imdia, and 
Australia in earlier geological times is well 
known to all interested in the subject of 
animal distribution, and, in order to solve 
the difficulties of this strange distribution of 
plants and animals, geologists were com- 
velled to assume great land connection 
owe BY all these continents. In fact, a 
theoretical continent called Gond'wanaland 
had to be called into existence in the 
southern hemisphere in order to explain the 
facts. In later times, by the foundering or 
sitbmergence of portions of this old continent 
of Gondwanaland, the South Atlantic and 
Indian Oceans are supposed to have come 
into existence, and the similarities between 
the forms of life in the lands which remamed 
above sea level were thus explained. The 
displacement theory of Dr. Wegener 
assumes, however, that these continents were 
all formerly in contact, that naturally the 
animal and plant life of this continuous tract 
of land would be similar, and that, when 
this great original continent was rent by rift 
fissures, and broke up into our present land 
surfaces, the animal “and plant life would 
retain abundant traces former more 
intimate relations. 

The former inter-locking 
continents, as proposed by Wegener, also 
helps with regard to that standing crux of 
modern geology—the  permo-carboniferous 
glaciation of the southern hemisphere. That 
South America, India, South Africa and Aus 
trahe were strongly glaciated at the end of 
the palwozoic times is not now questionéd; 
but the problems of accounting ior an ice- 
sheet which would cover the vast’ area of 
these southern continents has never been 
satistactoniv soived. By the Wegener 
theory all these lands were then in contact 
and the glaciated area is, therefore, so 
greatly reduced that we can now imagine an 
ice sheet of relatively moderate dimensions 
32 adeqnate for the production ol the depusits 
involved. 

It may interest your readers to know 
that a discussion on Wegener's hypothesis 
will take place at the next meeting of the 
Dublin Naturalists’ Field Club on Thursday, 
February 8th, in the Royal Irish Academy 
(by the kind permission of the Council), Mr. 
W. B. Wright, of the British Geological Sur- 
vey, has lent a series of original slides which 
illustrate this theory very effectively; and 
those who are interested in the question 
should make a point of attending this dis-

hitherto called Mesopotamia. When we were 
forced to go into war by the action of the 
Turkish Government, and when we first ad- 
vanced into Iraq, we gave solemn pledges to 
the people of that country that if we were 
successful in the war, they should be freed 
from Turkish rule in future. We entered 
into similar pledges to King Hussein at the 
same time to support the independence of the 
Arabs in thie area. When the war was over 
and we had been victorious, we did our best 
to fulfil these pledges. 

Ismet Pasha said just now that the people 
of that country were parts of a complete and 
indivisible wholey and that they declined to 
be separated. We asked them if they 
wanted an Arab King, and, if so, who they 
would choose. Their replies were at that 
time divided, and therefore, at the moment, 
nothing could be done on that. point. 


MANDATED TERRITORIES. 


Meanwhile, at Paris, when the Peace Con- 
ference was sitting in 1919, the method of 
disposing of the conquered territories, 
whether of the Turkish or of the German 
Empires, by means of what is termed the 
mandate was set up, and as everybody knows 
was established largely by the influence of 
President Wilson, te whom Ismet Pasha him- 
self referred in favour of his argument just 
now, It remained for the Allied hais who 
had conquered these territories in war, and 
who held them in trust, to assign mandates, 
and it was at San Remo in April, 1920, that 
they decided to give the mandate for Syria 
to France and mandates for Palestine and 
Mesopotamia to Great Britain. 

All these mandates stand on exactly the 
same basis. You cannot attack one without 
attacking the others. These mandates were 
confirmed by the Treaty of Sévres of August, 
1920, and the frontiers of Syria and Iraq 
were both laid down, the northern frontier 
of Iraq being defined as the. northern 
boundary of the Mosul vilayet, with certain 
variations. 

It then lay with the League of Nations to 
determine what degree of authority and con- 
trol the Mandatory Powers should exercise in 
each of these areas.” For this purpose, draft 
mandates were submitted by various Manda- 
ae to the League of Nations in 


In the course of 1921 the question of a 
single Arah Ruler was solved by the election 
of the Emir Feisul to the King of the Arab 
State of Iraq. That was a vote in which the 
Mosul vilayet joined, and by which he was 
unanimously elected. 

In October, 1921, the League cof Nations, 
not yet having defined the final mandate, in- 
vited the British to continue to conduct their 
administration in the spirit of the draft 
mandate which had been submitted to them, 
pending a final determination of the letter. 
Subsequently, in our anxiety to diminish 
British responsibilities, and to confirm the 
independence of the Arab State, the British 
Government concluded a Treaty in October, 
1922, with King Feisul, in which both parties 
—that is to say, the mandatory Power and 


$ the Arab State—pledged themselves not to 


cede or lease any territory in Iraq. That 
Treaty has been signed, but it still awaits 
ratification. 


ISMET’S INCONSISTENCY. 


Now, I was a little amused just now to 
hear Ismet Pasha say that the mandates had 
no interest for him, and that the Turkish 
Government had never recognised mandated 
territory; but I seem to remember a few days 
ago, when discussing the Ottoman debt, that 
he was only too anxious to saddle the man- 
dated territories with the operation of the 
debt, and to regulate the partition of that 
debt from the date of the armistice. It is, 
therefore, quite clear that mandated territories 
are recognised by him when it is cofivenient 
for his case. 

I have thus stated the juridical and treaty 
basis of the British position and interest in 
Iraq, including the Mosnl vilayet, and I have 
shown to the Commission that the British 
Government are under a threefold pledge— 

Firstly, to the Arab nation, to 
whom we promised that they should 
not be returned to Turkish rule. 

Secondly, to the Arab King, who 
has been elected by the whole country, 
including Mosul, and with whom we 
have entered into obligations; and 

Thirdly, to the League of Nations, 
without whose consent we cannot 
abandon our mandate over a large 
portion of the mandated territory. 

The only point which remains undetermined 
is the Northern frontier of Iraq, which has 
not yet been fixed by any legal instrument of 
the Allied Powers. 

As regards the military occupation of the 
Mosul vilayet, I should like to inform the 
world that, for the. most part, it is in the 
hands of the people of the country themselves. 
It is not garrisoned by British troops, but by 
native forces and native levies. country 
of Kardistan, about which so much has been 
heard, is held by Kurdish and Assyrian levies. 
There were no regular British we ie there. 
In the rest of the vilayet of Mosul 
security is maintained by Arab. troops, 
commanded by Arab officers and paid for by 
King Feisal. There is only a oy | small 
number of British troops north of agdad. 
Thus, the military protection of the country 
is mainly in the hands of the people them- 


sel ves. 


BRITAIN’S HONOUR AT STAKE. 


I hope that my argument up to this point 
will have ce foe ws hearers that it is 
quite impossible for my country, cousistently, 
with a due sense of honour, to run away irom 
the pledges that it has given, to break its 
word before the world, to cut out the 
vilayet of Mosul from the mandated terr'- 
tory, and to give it back to Turkish domina- 
on. ; 
Wil] Ismet Pasha allow me also to call hie 
attention to the entirely novel and unpre- 
cedented character of his request. It will not 
be disputed that in Asia the Allied Powers 
represented in this case by the. British 
Government, and the British Armies won 
the war. it will not be ones that they 
wrested ia from Turkey, or that 
they have held and administered the whole 
of that country for more than tour years. 

Meanwhile, it has been. stated over and 
over again by authoritative spokesmen of the 
Turkish Government that, recognising their 
defeat in the war, they were quite prepared 
to accept severance from their dominions of 
territories, inhabited, for the most part, by 
pcoples of other rages, to concentrate 
their interest in future upon areas inhabited 
by the people of the Turkish race. 

That is the object with which all of us 
here have so much sympathy... We are en- 
,deavouring to frame a Treaty which will re-

Adding to the troubles that President 
Harding and Mr. Hughes, the Secretary of 
State, are facing in regard to their foreign 
policies, Senator Borah, the leader of the 
‘* irreconcilables,’’ indicates that the United 
States Senate must consider the issue of cen- 
suring France because of the invasion of the 
Rubr. 

While Mr. Hughes was reiterating his 
denial of any inction between himseif and 
President Harding, or Mr, Harvey, and while 
Mr. Harvey was telegraphing by wireless 
back from the steamer carrying him to Eng- 
land a similar denial, Senator Borah has 
muddied the waters by an interview, attack- 
ing the French, and demanding that 
America shall make a protest at France s 
action in the Ruhr. 

Mr. Harvey s wireless message represented 
him as “ in complete accord with the policy of 
Harding and Hughes,” but Senators Borah 
and Johnston and others want to know just 
what that policy is. 

Alarmed at the turn of events, and the 


tion, Senator Lodge sought an audience with 
the President, but the latter’s slight illness 
prevented this. 

Lhe Borah interview has created something 
fike a “ seusation,”’ and gives further evidence 
that the whole foreign policy of America will 
be brought up in the Senate, and a prolonged 
battle precipitated.

Samh problems, but we declined to do 

ig. 

“We did not even suggest to France, in a 
way France would have n bound to take 
notice, any plan whatever. We remained 
silent, inactive, without policy, or programme, 
when the interests of humanity and the vital 
economic interests of our own people called for 
the United States to make an unmistakable 
effort to bring the Powers into conference. 

“ We should now declare our attitude and 
make our protest. The action of France, in 
my judgment, is without authority under the 
Treaty of Versailles. It is a defiance of inter- 
national order and peace. It is an offence 
against humanity. What France is doing will 
not bring compensation, but will bring 
supreme suffering, not only to the Germans, 
but to the people throughout Europe, and in- 
calculable loss to our own people.”

MURDERED FOR £20. 


ENGLISH VILLAGE MYSTERY. 

The inquest on the body of William Hallam, 
steward of the Village Institute, who was 
murdered on the night of December 19th, 
concluded at Kirklington, near Southwell, yes- 
terday, with a verdict of murder against some 
person unknown. 

Hallam was about to leave the Institute at 
about 11 p.m. with a cash box, containin 
about £20, when he was knocked down an 
robbed. 

In a deposition made shortly before his 
death, Hallam said that he was struck on the 
head from behind, and when he was on the 
ground he received three or four more blows. 
His assailant was a young man whom he did 
not know. 

He became unconscious, but remembered 
being on the couch at home and subsequently 
being taken to hospital. 

Evidence was given by a member of the 
club, Joseph Robert Lock, that he and a man 
named Clements were the last to leave as the 
steward was making closing preparations. 
When about a quarter of a mile away they 
heard a banging sound from the direction of 
the club, but as the lights were burning they 
thought that the steward was chopping wood. 
No cries were heard, and they went home. 

A heighbour, Frederick Howitt, deposed to 
being aroused by Hallam’s cries to him. 
Hallam was leaning against his fence, and 
could not account for his injuries, which wit- 
ness dressed, beyond saying that he had been 
knocked down. 

The police stated that they had discovered 
a chain, which no one could identify, in a box 
of rubbish in a large room of the club. It 
bore marks which medica) opinion considered 
were those of human blood. The doctors de- 
posed to Hallam having been struck merci- 
lessly several times, possibly with the chain.

Yesterday the Commission on Prices 
heard the publicans’ case. It was pre- 
sented by Mr. Carrigan, K.C., who for 
once assumed the róle of witness. 

Mr. Carrigan spoke for the members of 
the Licensed Vintners’ and Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation, and explained that they refused 
to answer the questionnaire which had been 
issued by the Commission because the 
state of a trader’s business would “in- 
evitably’’ become known to his com- 
petitors. 

The Chairman pointed out that the 
document was marked “ confidential,”’ and 
that its contents would be known only to 


| the trader who signed it and the members 


of the Commission. The Association was 
asked to give evidence as an organised 
body, and the gwestionnaire was sent to 
individuals. 

Mr. Carrigan made “an emphatic 
denial’’ of the charge that during the 
last seven or eight years the publicans 
had been in an exceptionally favourable 
position for “profiteering.’”” He handed

So far as the retail price of stout was 
concerned, Mr. Carrigan admitted that 
in a “sawdust ’’ bar in England a bottle 
could be purchased for sevenpence, but 
said that there was not the same uni- 
formity in the size of the bottles in Eng- 
fand as in Ireland. 

Sir James Craig, M.D., pointed out 
that as regards porter the profits now 
appeared to be four times as great as in 
1914, while in the case of stout it appeared 
to be more than four and a half times as 
great as in 1914. 

Sir James also drew attention to the 
various statements that had been made 
about the number of bottles of stont in a 
gallon. If it. were fourteen, the retailer 
would get £14 18s. 8d. for a barrel: if it 
were sixteen, he would get £17 1s. . 4d. 
Neither figure tallied with that handed in 
by Mr. Carrigan.

DENIAL OF “ PROFITEERING ” 
CHARGE. 

Professor Whelehan presided at a public 
meeting of the Food Prices Commission in the 
Oak Room of the Dublin Mansion House yes- 
terday, when evidence was heard on behalf of 
the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Associa- 
tion. The other members of the Commission 
present were:—Mrs. McGarry, Mrs. Blythe, 
Sir James Craig, M.D.; Messrs. K. Wilson, 
W. Hewat;- P. Gregan. D. Cullen, and T. 
Farren. Mr. D. O'Sullivan, Secretary, was in 
attendance. ; 

Mr..M..J. Byrne, Secretary to the Licensed 
Grocers’ and Vintners’ Association, said that 
the case for the Association would be put be- 
fore the Commission by Mr. Carrigan, K.C., 
who would be a witness, and who had details 
that he would lay before the Commission. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that this was the 
first time when he appeared in th erédle of a 
witness, but he recognised that it was only a 
technical description given him so that he 
might be permitted to put the case of the 
Licensed Grocers’ and Vintuers’ Association. 

Anybody who read the papers would observe 
that there were members of the public who 
were under the impression that in the last 
seven or eight years the licensed trade had, 
by the fortunes of war, been placed in an ex- 
ceptionally favourable position for ‘‘profiteer- 
ing.” That was the charge which he emphati- 
cally denied. 

Dealing with the brewery prices, Mr. Carri- 
gan said that the cost of a cask of porter (32 
gallons) in 1914 was £1 7s. 2d.: in 1922 it 
was £5 10s. ód. In 1914 it was sold at 2d. per 
pint, and they received £2 2s. 8d. In 1922, 
when the price was 8d. per pint, they received 
£8 10s. 8d. The profit in 1914 represented 
564 per cent., and in 1922 35 per cent. 

e trade in Dublin was constituted unlike 
any other trade in any city of the Three 
Kingdoms. In Dublin the trade was carried 
on in “mixed” houses, which sold groceries 
as well as liquors. 

In 1914 the cost of stout was £1 19s. 3d.;

A KING'S SCIENTIFIC 
THOUGHT, 
AKHENATEN AND THE 
SUN,

From Oun Own CoRRRESPOWDENT, 
LONDON, Tuesday Night. 

The intense interest which has been created 
by the discoveries at Luxor wae reflected at 
University College, Gower street, London, this 
evening, when Professor W. M. Flinders 
Petrie lectured on Royal burials in tcypt. 

The Lecture Hall was thronged, and there 
were a great number of society people .aong 
the audience. . 

Professor Petrie described the work of 
excavating Egyptian tembs in general, and 
gave a valuable idea of the importance of 
Lord Carnaryon’s discoveries, 

What were the motives which led the 
Egyptian Kings to build such elavorate 
tombs’? he asked. In many of ite burial 
customs Ancient Egypt was truly African, 
and some of the funeral practices in earlier 
times were barbaric. Such was the .ustom 
of killing al! the Royal servants at the King's 
death, and interring them at the same time. 
These notions, however, died away in tle 
earlier dynasties, but the grandeur of the 
tombs increased, culminating in the Pyramids 

Notwithstanding extraordinary precautions, 
thieves had rifled these Royal tombs. The 
result was that they had found only one bedy 
belonging to the period before the 18 
dynasty, which might be that of a ing. 
Wonderful devices were adopted to. conceal 
the bodies from the ‘thieves, yet every 
pyramid that had been examined was found 
empty, and plundered, 

It wae it. the Theban age that the Egyptians 
hit upon the plan of burying the bodies in 
a valley behind a great range of clifie, as a 
greater security from thieves. The tombs. 
were covered with chips of rock to imitate 
the appearance of natural formations. 

This brought the lecturer to the Valley 
of the Kings tombs, where the latest dis- 
coveries have been made. He described 
Akhenaten, who was the predecessor 
of Tutankhamen, as creating the 

reatest revolution of thought which 
had been made, up till then. His 
conception of ‘the sun was, perhaps, the 
greatest step forward ever made in human 
thought. It was a purely scientific concep- 
tion of the sun as an active agency. Each 
sun ray was represented as ending in a hand, 
and heee hin were continuously busy on 
the earth. It was these hands which placed 
the crown on the King’s head, brougth fife 
to the King’s lips, and produced the crops of 
the earth. 

This was a stage of thought not reached 
again mntil recent times. 35,000 years had to 
pass before Akhenaten’s conception was gener- 
ally accepted, and, indeed, he was far in 
advance of his age. Egypt. fell back into the 
worship of the old gods and the priests of 
Amen resumed their old domination.

TUTANKHAMEKEN $ TOM B. 


PREPARING TO OPEN THE 


INNER CHAMBER, 


LUXOR, January %. 

Mr. Howard Carter and his assistants are 
busy to-day making clearance spaces for the 
penetration of the concrete wall of the imner 
chamber of the tomb of King Tutankhamen, 
which is believed ‘to contain the body of the 
King. 

The first blow with a sledge hammer and 
chisel will be struck by Lord Carnarvon soon 
after his arrival at the end of this week. i 

The larger objecta in the outer rooms oí 
the burial vault have already been removed 
in sufficient numbers to enable archieologista 
to perforate the wall without endangering 
the fragile antiquities which still remain in 
the tomb. In the absence of power drills the 
hard, thick masonry. will have to be pierced 
slowly and laboriously by hand. The only 
modern convenience at the disposal of the ex- 
cavators is the electric light generated by a 
small motor in the valley. A modern hydrau- 
lic drill, such as is used by the British for 
rock blasting, wonld effect an opening in the 
concrete wall of the tomb within an hour, 
whereas the entiquated seldge-hammer and 
chisel are expected to take several days. 

A cordon of armed troops will be drawn 
round the precincts of the tomb while the 
Egvptologists make their historic — for 
the body of the Pharaoh who died 23, years 
ago. No restraint will be placed on visitors, 
except that they will have to stand at a 
reasonable distance from the tomb while the 
excavators are at work. 

The question of the admittance of Press 
representati\.» is a difficult one. While it is 
not anticipated that the Egyptian Government 
will sanction the granting of ‘special privileges 
to representatives of any particular news- 
paper, it is difficult to see how all the 
journalists can be accommodated in the limited 
confines of the outer chamber, and, at the 
same time, witness the actual perioration of 
the wall leading to the King’s sarcophagus. 
It is probable, Dealers, that the journalists 
will be compelled to stand at the entrance to 
the tomb, and to describe the piercing of the 
wal! as best they can. 

Already many well-known British, Ameri- 
can and Continental writers have arrived here, 
and more are expected. In anticipation of 
the great flood of Press despatches when 
Tutankhamen’s mortuary chamber is opened, 
the Egyptian Government has installed addi- 
tional telegraph lines, and has increased the 
present force of operators at the small tele- 

raph station at Luxor from fifteen to twenty- 
ee, including some of the most expert men 
from Cairo. 

Special trains will be run from Cairo to 
carry the expected influx of tourists. It is 
hoped that King Fuad’s engagements will 

rmit him to be present at the opening of

A DIFFICULT. POSITION. 
SIE m——— ; 
“THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


The attempt to carry out in Cologne a 
policy of which the British Government do 
not approve places the occupying ‘authorities 
in an exceedingly difficult position. The 
responsibility of the Allies in the occupied 
territory is a joint responsibility, and the 
formal regulations under which the occupa- 
tion has hitherto been maintained have been 
the result of common deliberation, and have 
been enforced by closely co-ordinated action. 
The situation has now entirely changed. The 
French demand that action should be taken 
in the territory occupied by the British, 
on grounds of which the British Government 
do not in any sense approve. The rule 
hitherto has been that if the British de- 
manded the arrest of any individual in terri- 
tory occupied by the , OF vice versa, 
the arrest was carried out by the 

jointly. But why should the 

co-operate in enforcing a 

penalty for what in British eyes is no crime— 

namely, for disobedience to orders to which 

the British were no party, in the execution 

of a policy which the British Government 
condemn ? 

This is an instance of the difficulties in 
which the French action in the Ruhr and ite 
repercussions in the Rhineland must inevitably 
involve Franco-British relations in face of 
Germany. The Government can safely take 
their stand only on the clear ground of 
principle. In this crisis the British concep- 
tion, and the view on which French action 
is based, are in principle opposed. From the 

oint of view of the permanent interests of 
curope, the interests of peace, and the 
interests of our common civilisation, the 
French action in the Ruhr is, in our opinion, 
unquestionably wrong. That does not mean 
that friction with France is either to be 
sought or to be desired. 

In the difficult practice of British 
administration on the Rhine the British policy 
of courtesy and unalterable firmness in 
defence of a clear principle should-be mani- 
fested from emergency to emergency, in such 
a manner as to preclude all doubt and 
misinterpretation. 


THE RUHR POSITION, 
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60,000 MINERS ON STRIKE. 


The Times Special Correspondent at Essen 
telegraphed yesterday:—The wasteful war- 
fare of military occupation, strikes, with- 
drawals, arrests and releases drags wearily 
on Apparently the French are dissatisfied 
with their progress and are considering what 
new methods should be adopted. The temper 
of the population here is improved by their 
feeling that so far the advantage lies with 
them, and there is much less danger of an 
explosion than during the week-end. Curious 
crowds assemble daily outside the window of 
a Paris bookselling firm which has been estab- 
lished in Essen under the protection of the 
military authorities, and comment sarcasti- 
cally on the contents of the Nachrichtenblatt. 
which is displayed for their benefit in the 
window. This is a propagandist paper well 
known in Rhineland, where it has been ad- 
vocating separatism and the liberation of the 
Rhenish Franks from Prussia for several 
years. It is published in German by the 
French Press section at Coblenz. The com- 
ments of the crowd are not violent, but 
amused. The fact that the newspaper-sellers 
of the firm are allowed to travel in second 
class military compartments in the trains 
from which civilian travellers are excluded 
alone seems to cause irritation. : 

The State mines are working to-day again, 
although production is below the normal. In 
privately-owned mines some of the workers 
have gone back after a 24 hours’ protest 
strike, while others are continuing the strike 
for 36 hours. The trade unions of various 
mines controlled by Herren Tengelmann, 
Kesten, and Thyssen (who were arrested on 
Saturday) have addressed telegrams of loyalty 
to their directors in the military prison at 
Mainz, where the latter. I learn, are being 
treated with every consideration. They are 
supplied with meals from the Officers’ Club 
pending their trial by courtmartial to-morrow. 
They will be defended by Herr Grimm, the 
lawyer who during the war undertook the 
‘defence of the French workmen who were 
arrested for refusing to aid German military 
operations against their own country. The 
employés and the miners of the Stinnes mines 
struck work to-day as a protest against the 
arrest of Director Spindler, and the Thyssen 
miners remain om strike. The total number 
of miners and mining employés on strike to- 


day is, between. 60,000 and 100,000. 


PROHIBITION LAW. 
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WHOLESALE ARRESTS IN 
AMERICA. 


Practically all the chief officers of the law 
in the steel-making city of Gary,. Indiana, 
from the Mayor to constable, and a iormer 
prosecuting Attorney, Sheriff, and Justice 
of Peace, in the surrounding Jake country, 
were arrested yesterday, amd charged with 
conspiracy to violate the Prohibition Law, 
telegraphs 7Ae Timea New York Correspon- 
dent, last night. Other arrests are expected 
to follow to the total number of 75. he 
alleged conspiracy was revealed at a trial at 
Indianopolis last year, when a number of 
violators of the law were sent to prison by 
Federal Judge Anderson. A Grand Jury,in- 
vestigation followed, with wholesale arrests 
as a sequel. 

According to the authorities in charge of 
the prosecution, the defendants organised a 
systera of appointing special judges for the 
eity courte, so that. the attorneys for the 
deiendants could act as judges in each other's 
cases. Arrangements were made to send con- 
victed persons to the city jail, whence they 
could speedily be released, instead of to the 
State prison, where they would be under the 
jurisdiction of the State authorities. It is 
alleged that many appointments were made 
to the police force of men who were known 
to be engaged in mannfacturing and selling 
liquor, and who conspired to corrupt the 
State Federal officials responsible for enfore- 
ing the Prohibition Laws. 


NEWSPAPER INSURANCE. 


SCHEMES THAT LEAD TO 
IMMENSE AMOUNT OF FRAUD, 


“I feel bound to say that these newspaper 
insurance schemes are leading to an immense 
amount of fraud. I could tell of scores of 
cases similar to the present.’’ 

This statement was made yesterday at 
Marylebone Police Court, London, by Mr. 
Bannister, general relieving oflicer for Pad- 
dington. 

‘It is not actually fraud,’’ commented Mr. 
Symmons, the magistrate. ‘‘ They do not keep 
to their promises, and I suppose it is dis- 
honest.”’ 

Percy Sidney Brown (57), bookseller, of 
Bristol Gardens, Paddington, was charged 
with leaving his wife chargeable to the parish 
of Paddington.

sion of the occupation, or the complete cut- 
ting off of the occupied area from Germany 
so as, in the first place, to deprive her en- 
tirely of coal mined here. 

There is as yet, however, no general strike, 
though there are more men out to-day. 

In November last the number of mine 
workers in the Ruhr was 561,000. Of this 
number there are probably to-day a good 
deal leas than 25 per cent. out. 

A One-Day Srarmez. 

The bulk of the Thyssen Mines are between 
Hamborr and Santen and Dorsten. and the 
Stinnes Mines lie north or Essen. The metal 
workers in the Thyssen combine went out % 
day with the miners as well as the office staff 
—in all, 65,000 men. 

In the Stinnes group 10,00 men are out. In 
both cases, however, it is the atrikers’ inten- 
tion to remain out only 24 hours as a protest 
against the imprisonment of the directors. 
whose trial at Mayence today was postponed 
until to-morrow. 

(Berlin telegrams report that 100,000 Thys- 
sen employés and 65,000 Stinnes men struck 
work to-day. ] 

Intense nervousness prevals here and in the 
mining centres. The result of tomorrow’s 
court martial is awaited with painfal interest. 
and in Essen the attitude of the miners show 
that their condemnation' will bring about 
a general strike. 

‘We are not all Communists, or even 
Socialiats, one man said to me, “but we are 
Germans. We have all been soldiers, and 
know know what discipline is. They can 
drive us down the mines, but they cannot 
force us to get coal.’ 

Aw Essen ÍNCIDEMT, 

The possibilities of such: nervous strain 
were made clear this afternoon by an. inci- 
dent in front of the railway station at Esser. 
A number of French engineers were putting 
up @ direction post, and were watched by a 
crowd of idiers. The officer im command 
called on a German policeman to disperse 
them. 

For an answer the German shrugged his 
shoulders. The officer rapped out an order 
and a machine-gun squad appeared, proceeded 
to mount their gun, pointed it at the crowd, 
who immediately scattere 

It must pe emphasised that the conduct of 
the French troops here has been beyond re 
proach. On the other hand, there has been 
a2 entire absence of provocation from the 
population, But heads are getting heated. 

Wrres Crr. 

To-day at Oberhausen and Maderich, in 
the Beigian sphere, strikers cut the electric 
wires at the railway station, and incidents 
are reported from other peimts which contri- 
bute to the general nervousness. This was 
not diminished to-day when it became 
known that the publication of the 
Dusseldorfer Nachrichten had been suspended. 

Yesterday aiter the deputation from the 
Thyssen -Works had leit Genera] Simon's 
quarters, it was followed by a second, which, 
o2 being told that it could not be received, 
lett a copy of a _ resolution repeating the 
threat to stop work unless Herr Thyssen was 
released. 

Papen SUSPENDED. 

The paper in an evening ‘edition printed 
this resolution, and also a telegram from 
Berlin of the success of the passive resistance 
movement, and declared that the French have 
not secured the smallest success and that thev 
were ir a veritable wasps’ nest. 

At 10 o'clock last night a French officer 
appeared at the offices and ordered the 
seizure of any copies of the paper stil! on the 
premises, and informed the editor that the 
journal would not be allowed to appear for 
eight days. 

TELEPHONE STBRIKE. 

The telephone strike against the French and 
Belgians extended to-day, and appears to be 
ordered from Berlin. The operators are not 
only ferbidden to reply to any requests made 
on the line in French, but Post Office servants 
are called on not to provide accommodation 
for French and Belgian authorities in the 
Post Office, with the aim of withholding ail 
assistance in measures useful to the Allies’ 
censorship. 

English and American journalista continue 
to have little trouble if they can satisfy the 
operators as to their bora fides. This is not 
always easy. 

FEAR OF FOOD SHORTAGE. 

Behind all these things, the fear of graver 
developments is taking form. The. Rezier- 
ungsprasident has drawn the attention of the 
French to the danger of food shortage in the 
region. 

In an interview with General Degoutte. 
be pointed out that as a result of the occupa 
tion prices had gone up alarmingly, and that 
a new Customs line would increase the diffi- 
culty, in consequence of the partia] disloca- 
tion of railway traffic, and that, moreover, 
American shippers were refusing to send del)- 
veries of bacon, margarine and fats out of fear 
that they would be seized by the military 
authorities. 

This has, no doubt, inspired the emphatic 
statements issued by the French Head- 
quarters that the occupied troops are pro- 
visioned entirely from outside the occupied 
area, and are taking nothing from the popu- 
lation.

Forestry was of the utmost importance, and 
large tracts of land could be got and planted.

: Mr. D. 8S: Prentice, Chief Veterinary In- 
spector of the Department of Agriculture, giv- 
ing evidence regarding the restriction in Eng- 
land on the importation of cattle, said that 
the minimum period of incubation of foot- 
and-mouth disease might be taken at 24 or 20 
hours. Some rather peculiar cases had 
occurred in England, where animals pateatly 
had the+disease 48 hours after they were 
landed from Ireland. The English authorities 
pever came to the conclusion that these 
animals picked up the disease in Ireland. 


SMALL FINES USELESS. 


Replying to Sir John Keane, the witness 
said that the Department went to consider- 
able expense in sending inspectors to the 
country to examine sheep and to see that they 
had been dipped, but when defaulters® were 
brought to court local justices in many cases 
imposed a fine of only a shilling or so.: That 
was no deterrent. The regulations, he would 
say, were well carried out in the Dublin 
markets, but he could not say the same in re- 
spect of many places in the country. 

Sir John Keane—That is my information

‘he witness said that he agreed that if there 
was a standard mark. fixed to indicate that 
a sheep had been properly dipped it would 
probably be effective, provided that defaulters 
were properly punished. 

answer to Mr. Thomas Johnson, witness 
said that he could not say that they could 
prevent the crossing of the border . of 
Northern Ireland by cattle and persons dealing 
with cattle in the event of an outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease in the North. 

Mr. Johnson—Would you say, on that 200- 
mile boundary, that it is impossible to prevent 
the carrying of disease from North to South, 
or vice versa? 

Witnese—Well, unless something extra- 
ordinarily drastic was done, Í think it would 
be impossible. 

You see no way of preventing the carrying 
of the disease where there is a land frontier? 
i do not know how it is to be done. 

in reply to Mr. Doyle, witness said that 
the Dairy and Cowsheds Order was in force 
all over Ireland, but he would not care to 
sav whether it was thoroughly administered. 
It was worked by another department, and 
he was not in a position to deal with its 
working. 


DROPPED SCHEMES. 


Mr. John Johnston, Agricultural Inspector 
of the Department, replying to the Chairman, 


said that the horse-breeding scheme did not 


seem to find favour, and in some places was 
dropped owing to lack of funds. The sheep- 
breeding scheme had also been dropped in 
many places. 

The Chairman—In the event of the im- 
portation of Canadian stores as affecting Irish 
cattle, should more attention be paid to the 
improvement of our sheep? 

Witnuess—It would be desirable to pay atten- 
lion to the improvement of sheep quite apart 
trom the Canadian stores. 

Questioned by Mr. Byrne gs to county com- 
mittees and the development of schemes, the 
witness said, if the county committees had 
more funds, the work could be developed in 
every scheme. 

Mr. Doyle de&lt in some questions with the 
horse-breeding industry. e said that the 
horse industry was a fast-fading one, but 4 
certain stamp of horse it would be a great 
advantage to maintain, and that was the 
supply of first-class thoroughbreds to get 
hunters. The very best cleas of sires should 
he subsidised in the different districts to 
weintain that industry. 

Witness—Personally, I agree with that. — 

Mr, Doyle—If you let the -hunter-breeding 
industry go down, you will wipe out the 
horse-breeding industry altogether, as there 
as no other section paymg. :

Gooney alleged that the men knocked him 
up on the night of January 6th, and demanded 
food. y said that they were Republicans. 
He admitted them. Patrick Power then de- 
manded money, and when the witness said 
that he had none, Patrick called on the other 
men for a revolver, 

The raiders said that they would go out- 
side and load the weapon. When they had 
gone he locked the door. For more than 
two hours the men tried to break in. They 
damaged the door and smashed three windows, 
but Cooney and his son kept them at bay.

As President of the Federation’ of, British 
Industries, and following-the decision by the 
Grand Council of that body, Sir Erie Geddes 
has written to the Prime Minister urging upon 
him the importance, in view of the present 
industrial condition of Great Britain, of plac- 
ing public contracts, both-.national and 
municipal, in the United Kingdom. 

Such. steps, Sir Eric argues, would be a 
definite advance in the relief of general un- 
em fae for it would - provide work for 
skill 'craítamen,. whose continued employ- 
ment is vitally necessary to the efficiency “of 
industry, as well as for.the umskilled worker. 

British industry, he points out, can now give 
earlier and more certain “dejjvery than the

Even where foreign prices are lower, the

FINANCIAL DIFFICULTY. 


Professor W. F. Trench, Litt. D., outgoing 
Chairman, presided at the annual meeting of 
the British Empire Shakespeare Society 
(Dublin . Branch) at the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The Chairman drew attention to a para- 
graph in the notice convening the meeting, 
which read—‘‘ Owing to the exceptional stress 
of circumstances of the last few years, and 
the loss on the summer performance, the 
society is in debt to the amount of about £50. 
As the subscriptions of members and associates 
cannot be iné¢reased, the committee appeal to 
the generosity of each membér and associate 
for a special subscription to enable ' the 
society to clear off the debt and continue its 
work. " He said that they would hear from 
the -Secretary’s report that there was a very 
substantial deficit. 

Mr. W. H. Orpen, Honorary Secretary, in 
his report, stated that for the first time in 
their long and useful history the Committee 
were obliged to appeal to the members to 
help them by special! contributions to carry on 
their work. The los: was caused by the two 
productions of ‘‘As You Like It,’’ which, 
owing to unforeseen circumstances, dtd not 
constitute a financial success. There was a 
deficit dnring the past year and the. previous 
year of about £50 or £60. The Committee 
felt confident that the supporters of the 
Society valued its work in the past and ap- 
preciated the possibility of better work in 
the future opening out before it in the new 
Ireland, and that they would come forward 
and clear off this debt. 

The Treasurer’s report mentioned a deficit 
of £50, and stated that 151 members had paid 
their subscriptions. 

In moving the adoption of the Secretary's 
and Treasurer's reports, the Chairman said 
that it was very difficult to carry on, especi- 
ally in times such as the present. He felt 
that in an age of revaluation, such as they 
and the whole world were passing through, 
Shakespeare was of very great value. , They 
were in the midst of one of the greatest 


| periods of history. 


Major Arthur Whewell © seconded the 
motion, and the reports were unanimously 
adopted. 

The Chairman announced that the members 
present had subscribed an amount which more 
than covered the deficit on the Society. The 
new President, he added, would take up office 
with the Society free from debt. 

Dr. J. D. A. Johnson was then unanimously 
elected President for the forthcoming year, 

Dr. Johnson, on taking the chair, thanked 
the meeting for having elected him to a 
position which: in the past had been filled by 
such eminent men. He said that the Society 
deserved the support of the people of Dublin, 
amongst whom Shakespeare at one “time 
seemed to be a cult. They could improve the 
condition “of the Society in two ways—by 
paying their subcsriptions, and by getting new 
meinbers. 

On the motion of Mr. B. Shillmann, the 
Honorary Secretaries, Mr. W. H. Orpen and 
Mr. J. F, Lalor, were re-elected for the com- 
ing year. Mr. J. G. Perry was re-elected 
honorary treasurer. 

The names of Mr. A. Blood, K.C., and Mr. 
Kennedy, Trinity College, Dublin, were added. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to Professor 
Trench, the. outgoing President, and to the 
management of the Theatre Royal.

Mr. Carrigan said that the objection the 
traders had was that'if the form were filled 
up it would have to be considered by a com- 
mittee of their own Association. In that wavy 
the affairs of one trader would become known 
to other members of the trade. 

; The Chairman asked if there was that objec- 
a why should the matter go to the Associa- 

on. 
Mr. Catrigan said that the traders claimed 
the protection of their Association and to be 
treated as an organised body, and thev would 
depart from that character by asking them in- 
dividually to fill up the form. When going 
before a tribunal they would claim to be 
sed as an organisation. 

As an Association, they could not, es 
among themselves, make use of the form, and 
no question of an objection to the Commis- 
sion arose.

Closure of their tude to others, as that might 


affect their credit. 
Referring to the digest of the 21 accounts 
which he had proposed to lay before the 
Commission, Mr. Carriyan said that these did 
not disclose the trading of individuals as 
such. These were set under the heading of 
letters of the alphabet, and were the result 
of an examination by a chartered accountant, 
who would, if necessary, give evidence. 
Owing to that method no one member of the 
trade could know the business affairs of the 
other. 
The Chairman asked if they could have the 
details. 
Mr. Carrigan said that his statement was 
confined to what was known to be general 
facts—the prices of porter and stout, and 
the working’ expenses. He would ask the 
Commission to draw deductions from the 
statements, facts, and figures supplied 
through him and other witnesses on behalf of 
the Association. 
Tae Chairman asked if, in other words, the 
general facts submitted by Mr. Carrigan 
mighi not deal with the detailed facts which 
would be submitted by the members if they 
had filled up the questionnaire form. 
Mr. Carrigan said thatithat was not so. 
The general facts, he contended, should cor- 
cespond with the detailed facts. There was, 
of course, a margin of difference between de- 
tails and generalities, and the Association felt 
themselves embarrassed by the fact that the 
members declined to disclose to one another 
the minute details of their trade. That was 
because, on their becoming known, it might 
damage them in their credit. 

The Chairman—I must say thai I cannot 
see it myself in that way. 


TAXATION. 


Mr. Carrigan said that the figures of the 
prices of stovt and porter in 1914, as com- 
pared with 1922, and stated by him, were cor- 
rect. 

The Chairman—In each case the taxation 
rs included? 

Mr. Carrigan—Yes, the bulk is taxation. 

The Chairman—Do you not think that it 
would be well to give the taxation in each 
case ? 

Mr. Carrigan--We are giving the brewery 
price as delivered to us. The discount, he 
added, was included. That was 1s. 3d. in the 
barrel, being the same rate as in 1914. 

The Chairman said that the gross turnover, 
on an average, was stated to £50 weekly 
in 1922, and that .in 1914 it was £100. Do 
you contend, he asked the witness, that the 
trade in porter ahd stout was now only half 
of what it was in 1914? 

Mr. Carrigan—In volume, I am told that is 
what it is. 

The Chairman—That is very satisfactory, I 
am sure, to the Temperance Party. 
(I aughter.) 

Replying to Mr. Wilson,. Mr. Carrigan 
said, with regard to the statement that 
Goinness’s stout was sold cheaper in England 
than in Dublin, that, if they inquired into 
English prices, they would find that in the 
case of the “tied” houses the people were 
receiving a double profit, for those who 
manufactured the article also received the re- 
tail profit. No doubt, in the case of Eng- 
land, they had the expense of carriage, but 
there were different prices charged there 
for Guinness’s stout. In the “saw dust” or 
outside bar it was sold at the popular price 
of 7d. per bottle, but they also sold it at 8d. 
and 9d. 

Sir James Craig—Was it a mistake for a 
witness to say that it could be got for 6d. 
ia England? 

Mr. Carrigan—Mr. O’Byrne says so. It 
had to be remembered, he added, that there 
did not appear to be the same uniiormity of 
size in bottles in England as in Dublin. You 
will see bottles of different sizes in different 
places, 

Mr. Hewat—Are 
here? 

Witness—I do not know that. 

Mr. Carrigan said that it was wrong to 
state that the licensed traders got a bonus 
from Guinness’s of 2s. 6d. in the pound when 
paying accounts. 


THE PROFITS. 

Sir James Craig said that as regards porter 
the profit now appeared to be four times as 
great as im 1914, while in the case of stout, 
it appeared to be more than four and a half 
times as great as in 1914. 

Mr. Carrigan said that in 1914 the price 
Gf bottles was 12s. per gross. in 1922 the 
price was £1 4s, 

Replying to further questions by Mr. Gre- 
gan, Mr. Carrigan said that the majority of 
grocery businesses in the city had to take 
advantage of the licensed trade in order to 
conduct the grocery trade. The standard 
size of the bottle was 14 to the gallon. In 
England he believed the standard was 16 to 
the gallon. Sometimes in the collection of 
bottles some of the 16 to the gallon got in 
with the Dublin standard size. In pre-war 
days the allowance made for an assistant, in- 
cluding maintenance was £70, and now it 
was £196. 

Mr. Carrigan, in reply to Mr. Cullen, said 
that the evidence that had been giveh to the 
effect that the standard in 1914 was 12 
bottles to the gallon, and in 1922 16 to the 
gallon, was not correct. The standard in 
.Dublin was 14 to the gallon. 


14 OR 16? 


Sir James Creig—I would like to get this 
cleared up. This is the first time that we 
have heard of 14 bottles to the galion. If 
it were 14 to the gallon, the amount the re- 
tailer would sell the barrel at was £14 18s. 
8d.; if it was 16 to the gallon the amount 
would be £17 1s. 4d. That is a tremendous 
difference, and we ought to have some specific 
knowledge as to whether it is based on 14 
o* 16, because neither of these comes to your 
figure of £15 4s. 

Mr. Carrigan said that he realised the im- 
portance of it, and would have the matter 
gone into. 

Sir James Craig said that it was important 
that the public should know whether they 
were paying for a 14 to the gallon or a 16 to 
the gallon bottle. 

Replying to Mr. Farren, Mr. Carrigan gave 
it as his opinion that the reason the price 
in the country was lower than in Dublin was 
that, the expenses were not so heavy. In 
England, he understood, there were three 
prices in the one bar, the cheapest being in 
what was known as the “saw dust bar.” It 
was true that there were always houses in 
Dublin that sold under the trade retail 
prices—houses known asa “ Loop-Liners.”’ 

Mr. George Dobson, who was Chairman of 
the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protec- 
tion Association last year, said that it was 
his impression that the trade. w in no 
better position now than in 1914 or any 3 
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of brushing. A s

Undoubtedly, the profits seemed large, but 
the increase in expenditure, combined with 
the reduction in the volume of trade, justified 
that; and it would be impossible for the 
trade to exist in } csent conditions on a 
smaller percentage of profit than they were 
getting at present. 

Questioned by the Chairman, the witness 
said that his objection to answering the 
questionnaire was that given by Mr. UCarri- 
gan. It would expose their business, and 
interfere with the value of property. He 
added that the public were making crroneous 
statements about the trade in the Ircss, for 
which there was no foundation. 

The Chairman said that statements in the 
Preas would nct be considered. What they 
would deal with was the evidence given 
there. 

The Witress—Well, it was a result of 
those statements in the Press that this Com- 
mission was brought about. 


IMPARTIAL. 


The Chairman—lI will not admit that, It 
is a totally different matter. 

The witness said that he did not object to 
the Commission getting the returns asked for 
from another source, but it was the decision 
of the Association not to fill up the 
questionnaire. ‘The trade took exception to 
the fact that the questions only referred to 
one or two items of their trade, and they 
could only infer that it was an attempt to 
bring them into a trap. 

The Chairman said that the trade assumed 
hostility on the part of the Commission, 
which was unfortunate, for it was meant to 
be periectly impartial and give every fair 

lay. 

d The witness said that besides the question 
of purchases and sales, there were rates and 
taxes and 101 other things in the trade which 
inust be taken into considération, and the 
members of the trade thought it peculiar that 
those things had been omitted from the 
questionnatre. 

The Chairman said that the intention was 
to send out a supplementary questionnaire, 
but when the other was not answered they 
did not think it necessary to send out the 
second one. 

The witness said that he reckoned on 
sé 14 bottles from a gallon of stout on 
the average, and they would take ól gallons 
from the $2’ gallon barrel. 

Mr. Wilson asked for a reason why licensed 
houses had risen to such prices as from 
£1,000 in 1914 to, say, £7,000 at present. 

The witness said that it was due to specu- 
lation. Other property had also if®reased in 
value. People were looking forward to a 
great wave of prosperity in connection with 
the settlement of the affairs of the country 
and the establishment of their own Govern- 
ment, but, unfortunately, it did not come. 

Another reason for licensed houses becom- 
ing dear was that a number of people who 
were hunted out of the North of Ireland in- 
vested in licensed property in Dublin, He 
would say that houses went too dear. 

The Chairman—How many of those refugees 
bought licensed hohses in Dublin? 

The Witness—Twenty-three. He added that 
there was a considerable drop at present’ in 
the price of houses. a 

Mr. Wilson—We would not be so egotisti- 
cal as to say that that was due to the Com- 
mission. (Laughter.) 

“THE ONLY WAY.” 

Mr: J. J. Higgins, Chairman of the Licensed 
Grocers’ and Vintners’ Association, gave it 
as his opinion that the only way in the pre- 
sent circumstances to decrease the price would 
be for the Government to reduce the taxation. 
Increased consumption would follow, and the 
Government would make more money. 

Questioned about an agreement with the 
assistants, whereby the latter agreed to co- 
operate in maintaining existing prices, the 
witness said that it was not worth the paper 
upon which it was written. 

Mr. John Waltera, Kingstown, said that the 
prices of stout and porter. had not been re- 
duced by the brewers for the last two or three 
years. The prices the trade were charging 
were the same, but their expenses 
increased, and the volume of business was 
less. It might be advisable to reduce the 
prices at the brewery, but he was not con- 
cerned with that. He was in business to make 
a reasonable profit. That was his concern. 

Replying to Mr. Hewat, the witness said

that he did not believe that he was better 


off monetarily at present than before. They 
had not taken any steps to get Messrs. Guin- 
ness to retluce prices. He did not know how 
that could be done, except they went im 4 
‘body to Guinness’s, and that would not be 
a pepelss thing to do 

Mr. Hewat—Messrs. Guinness are amen- 
able to persuasion, too. 

The Witness—I hope you will be able to 
persuade them when they come befure you. 
(Laughter.) 

Questioned about wages, he said it would 
not be popular to reduce them. There might 
be a strike or lock-out. Already they had 
lenty of them; and it would be a good thing 
fa everybody if there was some machinery 
to stop strikes, which were not popular. 

Mr. Hewat—Unless you are going to maka 
Ireland an Elysium compared with other parts 
of the world you will have to consider the 
question of reducing wages 

Mr Cullen—We know that the prices of all 
commodities are on the down grade except 
porter and stout. 

The Witness—The reason for it is that 
they are bought cheaper. 

Mr. Gregan—Have you considered the ques- 
tion of reducing the price? 

The witness said that they had considered 
it, and the present prices only left them a 
fair percentage of profit. 

Mr. Gregan—You say that the price now 
is the same as 200 years ago’ (Laughter.) 

The Witness—I knew that there was some- 
thing wrong. I am afraid the Commission is 
dry. (Laughter.) 

He added that if the Commission had gone 
to the brewery in the first instance they 
would have been spared all this trouble... He 
contended that the price of Guinness’s stout 
in London or other parts of England was the 
same as in Dublin, according to the informa- 
tion which he got from the secretary. 

The witness, replying to further questions, 
said that the profit on a bottle of stout would 
not be 2d They paid 4d., and sold it at 8d., 
but they had to pay all expenses to present 
it to the customer He could not say what 
the amount of that expenditure was exactly 

Messrs. ._M. Fanning, P. Conway, F. 
McDowell, members of the licensed trade, also 
gave evidence. 


FLOUR MILLS STRIKE. 


NO APPROACH TOWARDS A 
SETTLEMENT. 

The production of Irish flour having ceased 
this week as a result of the mill workers’ 
refusal to accept a reduction of 12s. per 
week in their wages in three ‘‘ cuis,” stores 
of imported flour are being largely drawn 
upon. If the strike continues for any length 
of time, the proportion of Irish flour now used 
in the manufacture of loaves will be substi- 
tuted by foreign. 

Pickets were placed on the miils in Dubhn 
yesterday. 

No efforts appear to have been made 
towards bringing about an agreement, but in 
well-informed circles the position is regarded 
as hopeful. 

A further conference would probably have 
beneficial results.

RISE IN RUBBER.

SIR FRANK SWETTENHAM'S 
VIEWS 

“As the scheme of ities restriction has 
been in force for only two month», it is 
ridiculous to talk at the present time about 
its removal.” So declared Sir Frank Swetten- 
ham, Chairman of the Rubber Growers’ 
Association, in an interview, in which he 
discussed the position of the rubber industry 
and the reason for the imposition of the pre- 
sent reatricted output. 

Sir Frank pointed out that for more than 
two years the rubber planter had been supply- 
ing the market with rubber at a loss. “ He 
has been getting 7d., 8d. and 9d. a pound 
for rubber, when it has cost him about a 
shilling to produce it,” ‘he continued, and the 
consequence is that one company after another 
during the last two years has been obliged 
to report to its shareholders that the year has 
resulted in a considerable, or very large, loss. 

“During all that time the manufacturer 
has been getting his rubber at a price that is 
considerably below the actual cost. But the 

ublic have not had any benefit from that. 
t has not meant cheaper rubber goods; in 
fact, the ig of rubber goods has been 
rather high er, and os are told the reason is 
Ca rí the price of labour is so high. 

uppose the price of labour is high, but 
asia y must get the advantage if the price 
of rubber is down. The point is this—that 
having suffered for two years and more, and 
having reached the breaking point, the rubber 
planting industry, which was unable to agree 
to a voluntary system of restriction, sought 
the assistance of the Governments of the 
places where the rubber is grown in order to 
secure «compulsory restriction of export, so 
that everybody might be treated alike. For 
more than two years, a large proportion of 
towers did restrict voluntarily, but, 
as the Dutch and the Ceylon planters, and 
others, refused to abide by the terms of the 
restriction, the voluntary system was a failure. 
paring all that time the rubber manufacturer 

e opportunity of buying rubber at a 

price far lower than he ever dreamt of, ned 
actually considerably below the cost of pro- 
duction. He did not take advantage of that 
opportunity. because he evidently hoped that 
he would get it in future at a lower price 
still. Now, because the Governments of the 
Eastern places where rubber is grown have 
introduced legislation to restrict the output, 
the manufacturer is screaming to the world 
that he is being very badly treated. The 
scheme of restriction is, however, so framed 
that there is no cause for alarm, because as 
the price rises the restriction is relaxed, and 
when the price falls to something below the 
cost of production, that restriction is 
tightened.”
